Recently Mr. Nelson, accompanied! 
by his family, made an extensive mo­ 
tor trip through the central and east­ 
ern states and returned by 
way

Versailles. 
In an interview* wit ii one 
of the newspapers of that town he 
related his experiences and observa­ 
tions of the roads and general condi­ 
tions along the route. 
Mr. Nelson is 
quoted as saying: 
“We left home five weeks ago for 
the east. 
We went through Illinois, 
Indiana, Michigan, Ohio, 
New 
York 
and Pennsylvania. 
We saw a sight 
of-country and a sight of people. W et 
went in our Ford car. 
It made Hie 
entire trip without a break and never j 
got stuck on the entire trip. 
It wrent I 
dead 
one 
time 
when v c got in a 
stream that was too deep 
and 
the | 
water killed the engine, hut with this 
exception the machine was first class 
on the entire 2,500 
mile 
trip. 
But 
w’hile we were gone I will venture to 
say that I pulled IOO automobiles out 
of bad places, those big costly m a­ 
chines that are all 
right 
on 
good 
roads, but are all wrong on bad roads. 
I never charged a fellow a cent for 
pulling him out of a bad place, but 
many farmers 
make 
good 
money 
charging five dollars for pulling m a­ 
chines out of the mud. 
“One fellow I will never forget. Ile 
owned a big prosperous looking farm. 
Right in front of his house, on the 
located Missouri state highway, there 
is the worst mudhole in the entire 
community. 
“ I said to this fellow* that he was 
too prosperous looking to permit this 
mudhole in front of his nice home 
ancf that if it were me I would fill it 
up. 
“ ‘Not me,’ said he; ‘it’s 
a 
good 
thing for me. 
I have made $13 al­ 
ready today pulling automobiles out 
of there . I got $5 each for pulling 
two cars out and $1 each for pulling 
two others out.’ 
It made me mad and 
I told this fellow- who I was, that I 
ani a member of the state board of 
agriculture and that I had voted for 
this road for a state highway, and 
that it now became my duty as such 
member to report him for permitting 
this mudhole on said road and adja­ 
cent to his farm. 
“ But let me tell you. Mr. Editor, 
the finest roads we saw- in our en­ 
tire trip and the most of them is in 
the state of Indiana. 
The w-orst road 
they have there is their rock road, 
and in Missouri that is our best road. 
These rock roads in Indiana are as 
good as the best rock m ads in Mis­ 
souri, but most of the rock roads in 
Indiana are paved 
with J>rk*k, 
are 
granitoid 
and are as fine as 
the 
roads of ancient Rome. People m ust 
see these 
roads 
to 
realize 
their 
grandeur.” 
We asked Mr. Nelson who paid for 
the building of such roads. 
“They bond the counties for money 
to build them, and every county there 
is bonded 
But mind you, they’ve got 
the roads 
and nobody regrets 
the 
debt. 
The night after the bonds are 
voted every acre of land in the coun­ 
ties shoots up from $5 to $25 per acre. 
“The roads in Illinois are not near 
so good. 
In fact, they are nothing 
like it. 
The next best roads w-e found 
were in Ohio. 
In that state they oil 
roads a heap. 
The roads are also 
fine in New York, and fairly good in 
Pennsylvania. 
“The next thing that impressed us 
most after the fine roads of Indiana 
was the tremendous num ber of auto­ 
mobiles that we saw-. 
In 
the 
east 
nearly every farm er has his automo­ 
bile. On some roads they are so thick 
that it often looks like a funeral pro­ 
cession. 
It is certainly 
grand 
and 
wonderful how- the automobiles have 
taken the country. 
“In the east crops look sickly and 
poor. 
Missouri has better crops than 
my other state we were in. 
And 
.lght here in Central 
Missouri 
the 
crops are as good as we saw-. 
“Being a m em ber of the state board 
of agriculture, I often meet men in 
my travels and many 
more 
people 
write 
to 
me 
how to get out of St. 
Louis to Hahatonka. 
My trip to Ver­ 
sailles this time is to acquaint my­ 
self w*ith this route. 
H ereafter I will 
advise all people to come the state 
highw-ay until opposite Versailles and

WHICH IS BEST BREED OF CHICKENS? 


* < e * n rw T 5r 
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A Paying Flock of Chickens on a WcRern Farm.

(By F. O. WELCOME.) 
“Which is the best breed of fowls?” 
is one of the popular and continually 
reiterated queries. 
If we look to ex­ 
perienced poultry keepers for our an­ 
swer we often find them so prejudiced 
against breeds that they do not han­ 
dle and so biased in favor of those 
they prefer that their evidence only 
makes our confusion more complete. 
If we examine the m atter in the 
light of pure logic we find that the 
most popular breeds and varieties of 
chickens are no universally bred by all 
types of poultry keepers that even 
were one sort better than another it 
would require a wiser expert than the 
world has yet produced to point it 
out and prove his case. 
I saw' the other day this statement: 
“Leghorns are universally admitted to 
be better layers than any other breed.” 
Even if that statement be true it 
proves nothing as to the relative lay­ 
ing abilities of Leghorns and other 
breeds. 
Sometimes Leghorns do not 
lay well. 
When that is the case the 
reason for their failure is likely to be 
the same as those that cause speci­ 
mens of other breeds to lay poorly— 
and there are many reasons for poor 
laying that have nothing at all to do 
with the breed as such. 
I have no prejudice against any 
breed, bet during the past ten years 
I have examined a great many reports 
of egg production in private letters 
and in our poultry periodicals, and I 
have yet to find any evidence that any 
one breed or variety, as individuals or 
as flocks, surpasses another in inher­ 
ent egg-producing capacity. 
The 
largest 
authentic 
individual 
egg-record that I know' of—318 eggs 
in less than one year—was made by 
a Brahma. The next largest -310 eggs 
In one year—by a Plymouth Rock. 
The largest flock records that I have 
seen reported by apparently depend­ 
able people were made by Asiatic and 
American breeds as well as Mediter­ 
raneans. 
If we divide chickens into three 
great classes—Mediterraneans, Asiat­ 
ics and Americans—and then exam­ 
ine the difference in those classes we 
will much simplify the matter. 
Hav­ 
ing selected the class that seems best 
suited to our temperament, circum­ 
stances, 
location 
and 
market, 
the 
choice of the breed and variety is 
mainly a matter of whim or fancy. 
In the Mediterranean class we have 
several varieties of Leghorns, black 
and white Minorcas, Black Spanish, 
several varieties of Hamburgs, several 
varieties of Polish, blue Andalusians. 
The Leghorns are hardy, small, ex­ 
ceedingly nervous and active but tam­ 
able; forage widely when at liberty, 
high flyers when confined to small 
yards or parks. 
They, are nonsitters 
and not so likely to become overfat 
en full and careless feeding In confine­ 
ment as are the larger and less active 
breeds. 
When marketed their small 
size limits tho returns. 
The Minorcas aro considerably larg­ 
er than leghorns and lay a very 
large white egg. 
They are not so 
nervous and “flighty” and are good 
market fowls whenever their white 
skin and dark legs are not objection­ 
able. 
They are nonsitters. 
The Black Spanish, once deservedly 
popular, no longer possess any par­ 
ticular desirable qualities, as a rule. 
The Hamburgs are ncnsitters, lay 
a white egg, are small and not con­ 
sidered to be sufficiently bardy for 
general utility purposes. 
They and 
the Polish (a crested head) are fan­ 
ciers’ rather than farmers’ breeds. 
The Blue Andalusians arc nonsitters, 
lay large white eggs, are larger than 
Leghorns and smaller than the Mi­ 
norcas and have slate-colored legs. 
In the Asiatic class we have the 
light and dark Brahmas; several col­ 
ors of Cochins; black and white Lang- 
slians. 
These breeds lay large brown 
eggs, are large in size and are usually 
very persistent sitters. 
.They are 
quiet and slow-motioned, cannot fly 
over a fence and are heavily feath­ 
ered, including legs and feet. 
This 
last feature is objectionable.cn heavy 
soil that becomes muddy in wet weath­ 
er. 
Aside from that, they are less af­ 
fected by climatic changes than are 
the 
more 
thinly 
feathered, 
larger 
combed breeds. 
These heavy breeds 
easily become too fat to lay well, if 
carelessly fed, but care in feeding, 
forced exercise in litter and skillful 
breeding will produce individuals and 
stocks that will lay as many eg^s per 
hen in a winter or a year as will any 
other breeds. 
When marketed for 
meat each bird brings an appreciable 
return. 
In the American class we find th* 
Plymouth 
Recks, several 
varieties; 
Wyandottes, several varieties; Single 


and Rose Comb Rhode Island Reds; 
American Dominique; Javas, and sev­ 
eral little know'ii breeds that I am un­ 
able to describe. 
The breeds in this class are inter, 
mediate between the Mediterraneans 
and the Asiatics. 
They are known as 
the “general purpose” breeds. 
As 
breeds, they are liaiMy, good foragers, I 
bear confinement well, are the right j 
size, when well grown, to just suit | 
the average meat 
market 
demand. 
They have clean legs and produce 
eggs that vary ip color from very light 
tinted to dark brown and in size from 
medium to large. 
While they are 
known as sitting breeds, many indi­ 
vidual hens, especially In Plymouth 
Rocks, 
are 
practically 
nonsuters. 
They are as prolific as any breed or 
as poor layers as any, according to

the particular Mock or strain in hand 
and the care and skill applied to them. 
I have not mentioned the English 
Orpingtons. 
There are several varie­ 
ties. 
I have no doubt that they are 
an excellent breed but wherein they 
excel or even differ from our leading 
American breeds in any practical par­ 
ticulars I do not know; except that 
their white skin is more favored in 
the English markets than the yellow 
skin that our discriminating markets 
prefer. 
Space limits compel the brevity of 
their descriptions and the omission of 
several breeds that have not yet im­ 
pressed many practical utility poul­ 
try keepers by their merits. 


CHICKS CROWDED TO DEATH 


Little Fellows Have Habit of Piling 
Up Where They Are Kept To­ 
gether In Large Numbers. 


Chicks have a fashion of piling up 
where kept in numbers together. 
In 
the morning one often finds, not the 
weakest, but the strongest, stretched 
out trampled and dead. 
Why the 
string so often cannot beat their way 
more than the weak from under the 
idle of chickens is often a mystery to 
the cwner. 
If you have them in a brooder and 
there is glass at any end of the brood­ 
er, place something over this, or just 
so soon as light comes, before you may 
have time to get out to them, here 
they will crowd, standing one on top 
of the other, and every morning you 
will take out a dead chick or more. 


COMPOSITION OF GOOD EGGS 


First-Grade Article Is Fresh, With 
Clean Shel's and Weighs Twenty- 
Four Ounces Per Dozen. 


The eggs graded firsts in the m ar­ 
ket are fresh, good-sized egg3 with 
clean, sound shells and 
weigh 
24 
ounces or more per dozen, 45 pounds 
per case cf 30 dozen eggs. 
When the 
egg is broken into a plate, the yolk 
must stand up firm and the white 
must not be watery. A fresh laid egg 
fills its shell. 
The longer an egg is 
kept the larger the air space in the 
interior on account 
of evaporation 
through the shell. 
An old egg may 
not fill ever half its shell. 


Shrinkage in Carcass. 
Poultrymen generally count on a 
shrinkage of a half pound on a car­ 
cass. 
In ether words a two and a 
half pound chicken should dress about 
two pounds. 


Meat for Poultry. 
The meat 
food 
supplied 
poultry 
should always be sweet and fresh. An­ 
imal food that smells badly should be 
used as fertilizer and not as poultry 
food.

A controversy has been raging in the columns of the

press between the railroads and the Federal Post Office

Department over the question of proper compensation

for handling the United States mails. 
Mr. Ralph Peters, 
ik-ti&BkJZ

Chairman 
of the Railway Mail Committee, when asked 
'J 
to state 
the railroad side of the controversy to the 
Jl 
American farmer, said in part: 
“The railway mail pay question will be settled 
and 
settled permanently and with justice to all concerned-— 
as soon as the American people realize that the whole 
subject, while seemingly complicated and technical, boils 
lira par 
down to 
a few simple points of fair business dealing 
which no one need be a rate expert to understand. 
“The first is that the Post Office Department weighs the mails, and re­ 
adjusts the pay of the railroads, only once in four years. 
This compels the 
railroads to carry the increase in the mail tonnage during the intervening 
years without ray—manifestly an injustice in the case of a rapidly growing 
business. One consequence has been that last year the railroads carried fully 
half the parcel post for nothing. 
“A second point is this: 
In addition to carrying the mails, the rail­ 
roads are required to operate many traveling post offices for sorting and ! 
distributing the mails while in transit. 
But the Post Office Department pays j 
for such post offices o n ly where they occupy whole cars, and pays nothing , 
in the many cases in which 
it merely requires the use of post office apart-' 
meats in combination cars, although such apartments differ from the full 
railway pKst office cars only in size. 
More than 4,200 apartments of this 
character have bern fitted up, and are maintained for the exclusive use of 
the Post Office Department. 
Failure to pay for them has been an especial 
hardship to the smaller roads on which the Department does not find it 
necessary to utilize whole cars. 
* 
, 
“One last point: 
In thousands of instances (though not in all) the Post 
Office Department requires the railroads to carry the mails back and forth 
between railroad stations and post offices, but pays them nothing for this 
extra service beyond the rates covering the rail transportation. 
The rail­ 
roads have no choice but to perform this additional service gratis, or refuse 
to carry the mails at all. 
“Now for the remedies the railroads ask: They do not ask to have the 
mails weighed daily, or to have each shipment weighed and paid for sep­ 
arately, as is done in the case of private shippers. 
They merely ask to 
have the mails weighed, and the pay of the railroads adjusted, at least, once 
a year, instead of once iii four years. 
They also ask that apartment post 
office cars be paid for, at reasonable rates, according to size. Lastly, they 
ask that the Post Office Department cease to require of them free messenger 
service between stations and' post offices, and either relieve them of this 
service or pay fairly for it. These are the reforms the railroads ask of Con­ 
gress. 
They gladly lay these reforms before the public, confident that they, 
will appeal to the common sense and fairness of American voters.”
